Superintending   School    Committee. 


Called  by  the  Superiutendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  prepare 
a  brief  history  of  the  common  schools  in  Andover,  for  the  Centca- 
nial  Exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  I  found  it  necessary  to  examine 
the  town  records  from  the  commencement.  In  doing  this,  E 
copied  every  vote  throughout  the  records  that  had  any  connection 
with  the  subject  of  schools.  This  record,  I  found  to  be  interest- 
ing and  instructive  ;  and  supposing  that  few  of  the  present  inhab- 
itants of  the  town  had  investigated  this  record,  or  knew  much 
about  the  action  of  the  town  for  the  long  period  of  more  thaa  a 
hundred  years,  in  relation  to  schools,  I  thought  it  might  be  well 
to  incorporate  this  action  as  expressed  by  the  votes  of  the  towa 
in  my  report,  especially  as  this  year  is  the  first  centennial  of  o«r 
national  independence,  and  probably,  the  last  that  any  person  now 
living  in  town  will  ever  see.  The  nation  is  very  properly  taking 
a  r-^trospective  view  of  the  past  century,  and  dr.^wing  from  it  les- 
sens of  wisdom  and  encouragement. 

Admonished,  however,  repeatedly,  to  be  short  in  my  report,  I 
omit  much  that  I  should  be  pleased  to  communicate,  perhaps,  8«- 
serving  it  to  be  presented  in  a  differe-it  way  at  some  future  tiote. 

With  regard  to  the  state  of  the  schools  the  present  year,  E 
think  they  compare  favorably  with  former  years,  so  far  as  lean 
julge  fvom  a  partial  examination  of  registers  and  reports  lodged 
in  the  town  clerk's  office  for  the  last  twenty  years,  t  shouW 
feel  at  liberty  to  speak  more  definitely  had  I  found  time  to  have 
examined  them  more  carefully. 
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The  teachers  be>re  a  fair  examinHtion  and  generally  succeeded 
well  in  their  schools.  As  is  generally  the  case,  some  excelled 
others  in  qualifications,  having  had  better  opportunities  for  prep- 
aration, or  longer  experience  in  teaching,  or  possessing  greater 
jaatnral  energy,  or  having  a  larger  share  of  tact. 

I  must  be  excused,  from  attempting  to  draw  intellectual,  ac- 
^uii^ed,  or  administrative  portraits  of  individuals,  lest  they  should 
prove  not  quite  truthful,  or  create  invidious  distinctions.  If  any 
young  lady  thinks  she  beloni^s  to  the  number  that  excels,  I  hope 
she  will  bear  the  consciousness  of  it  with  commendable  meekness. 
3f  any  young  lady  has  any  misgivings  in  respect  to  her  abdity 
©r  success,  let  her  consider  that  what  has  been  done  well  can  be 
ilone  again  ;  repeated  trials  will  gain  the  victory. 

Seventeen  different  female  teachers  have  been  employed  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  only  one  male  ;  and  in  every  case  I  believe  the 
females  have  succeeded  as  well  or  better  than  males  could  have 
>lone.  The  schools  are  backward,  and  must  be  untd  our  school 
^erms  areas  long  again  as^they  have  been  the  present  year. 
They  average  oidy  a  small  fraction  over  seven  weeks.  It  was 
?eally  mortifying  to  see  in  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  last  N'ear,  that  Andover  stood  the  lowest  in  the 
Bumber  of  weeks  schooling  during  the  j'ear,  of  any  town  in 
Merrimack  County. 

Would  it  not  be  wise  now,  on  this  joyous  Centennial,  for  the 
iO'Wn  to  take  "a  new  departure"  in  respect  to  the  improvement  in 
©ur  schools?  We  tliink  that  having  cleared  the  town  from  debt, 
and  with  more  than  one  "shot  in  the  locker,"  we  are  holding  out 
strong  inducements  to  people  to  move  into  town  for  a  home. 
Suppose,  now,  we  begin  to  aim  for  the  best  system  of  common 
s<;hools  in  the  County.  Will  here  not  be  another  strong  motive? 
With  many  it  v?ould  be  the  strongest  inducement. 
Now  I  venture  to  make  a  few  suggestions,  and 
1st.  Last  year  were  assessed  not  quite  2  1-2  mills  on  a  dollar 
lor  the  support  of  schools.  Suppose  this  year  we  raise  it  about 
a  mill  and  a  half  higher,  or  to  four  mills  ;  this  will  increase  the 
^ngth  of  our  schools,  I  should  think,  fully  one  third. 

2d.  Another  thing  I  think  we  sh  )uld  take  into  consideration, 
liliat  is,  whether  it  would  not  be  best  to  throw  up  tb.e  district  sys- 
%em,  and  adopt  the  town  sj'stem. 
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This  will  not  be  something  altogether  unkuowu  to  Andover. 
This  town  knew  nothing  about  the  district  system  for  about  00 
jears  after  the  first  settlement.  In  1797,  seventy-nine  years  ago, 
the  town  "voted  that  the  selectmen  be  a  committee  to  set  the  town 
off  into  scheol  districts,  and  that  each  district  should  build  their 
own  school  houses." 

Now  it  you  would  examine  the  records  as  I  have  done,  j-ou 
would  see  what  a  source  of  vexation  this  district  system  has  been. 
The  first  dirisiou  was  into  six  districts ;  soon  new  ones  were  form- 
-ed,  and  some  alteration  would  be  going  on  from  year  to  year — so 
much  so  that  I  de  not  believe  it  was  possible  their  boundary  hues 
could  be  traced  but  a  few  years  after  having  been  made.  Again 
iind  again  has  the  town  been  vedistricted,  only  to  have  the 
boundaries  obliterated  by  new  divisions,  by  disauoexing  and  an- 
nexing, by  dividing  and  uniting,  by  abolishing  and  forming. 

These  terms  are  constantly'  occurring.  The  highest  number  that 
existed  at  any  one  time  was  fifteen,  though  I  think  there  must 
have  been  more  than  that  if  all  had  been  conticued  that  had  been 
formed. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  but  twelve  districts.  Nos.  14 
and  15  were  added  to  No.  12  last  year.  And  the  children  of 
this  district  are  compelled  to  get  their  schooling  in  an  old  shell 
that  is  a  disgrace  to  a  civilized  community.  And  my  advice  to 
the  inhabitants  of  that  district  is,  to  petition  without  delaj^  to  be 
annexed  to  number  ten  (No.  10).  I  would  give  the  same  advice 
to  Nos.  9,  11  and  13.  There  are  only  nine  scholars  in  these 
districts. 

The  wealth  and  population  is  concentrating  in  the  villages,  and 
the  onl}'  way  the  out-districts  can  get  equal  privileges  in  school- 
aiig,  is  to  throw  up  their  districts  and  join  the  larg(3r  districts  ;  or 
leather,  throw  up  all  the  districts  and  have  schools  just  where  they 
are  needed,  and  so  concentrated  that  they  may  be  properly  graded. 

I  cannot  help  thinking  that  every  reflecting  person  can  see  the 
advantage  to  be  derived  from  the  change.  We  should  have  bet- 
ter scho®l  hauses,  longer  schools,  larger  educational  facilities  with 
the  same  outlay  of  money.  It  would  secure  belter  classification 
than  is  possible  under  the  district  system,  and  as  a  result,  greater 
progress  on  the  part  of  tht*  scholars  in  all  the  studies  pursued, 
4and  also  a  wider  lange  of  studies.     Every  scholar  would  be  pro- 
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moted  from  the  primaries,  through  the  sereral  grades  to  the  hi'gfc 
school,  without  regard  to  age  or  sex  or  previous  condition,  and 
solely  upon  his  individual  merits  as  a  scholar.  Schools  would  all 
be  of  the  same  length,  without  regard  to  the  number  of  schol- 
ars. It  would  secure  better  teachers  and  greater  permanency  of 
teachers.  The  same  good  teacher  would  be  continued  from  term 
to  terra  for  several  terms,  perhaps  for  several  years,  and,  know- 
inc^  the  capacity  and  attainments  of  each  pupil  in  the  school, 
would  be  enabled  to  assign  proper  lessons  at  the  beginning  of 
each  term  without  delay,  and  in  advance  of  where  the  pupil  left 
oflf  the  previous  terra.  Thus  there  would  be  no  loss  of  school- 
time. 

This  system  would  enable  Proctor  Academy  to  take  a  much 

bi<^her  stand  than  it  possibly  can,  so  far  as  scholars  are  furnished 
it  from  these  district  schools  in  their  present  state.  Now  all  tbi» 
work  might  be  done  with  less  ditficulty  and  at  less  cost  than 
would  be  possible  under  the  district  system. 

And  what  insuperable  objections  are  there  to  the  proposed 
change?  I  suppose  those  who  live  furtherest  off  in  the  out-dis- 
tricts will  think  that  they  will  be  deprived  of  the  privileges  of  the 
proposed  better  way.  I  think  not.  Suppose  you  have  small 
children,  (as  I  think  you  have  not)  ;  well,  let  the  good  mother 
take  Dobbin  and  the  children  and  put  them  over  the  road  a  part 
of  the  way,  at  least,  and  at  the  same  time  inhale  some  of  that 
best  of  all  tonics — God's  pure  air — and  thus  invigorate  her  de- 
bilitated constitution. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  town  system  you  will  unquestionably 
increase  the  value  of  3'our  farms  as  well  as  other  property. 

The  studies  pursued  m  the  schools  are  few  in  number,  yet  quite 
numerous  enough  till  the  school-terms  are  longer,  and  our  teach- 
ers are  of  a  higher  grade.  The  Bible,  Willson's  Speller,  Mon- 
roe's Readers,  Eaton's  Arithmetics,  Cornell's  Geographies,  and 
Quackenbos'  Grammars  are  the  books  now  used,  and  well  answer 
the  purpose  for  which  they  are  used.  Too  frequent  changes  in 
school  books  are  undesirable.  To  have  uniformity  in  our  school 
books,  and  to  prevent  too  frequent  changes,  it  would  be  well  ior 
the  town  to  iurnish  the  books.  There  would  be  important  advan- 
tages in  this.  The  books  would  be  purchased  directly  from  the 
publishers  at  from  33  1-3  to  40  per  cent,  discount  from  retail  pri- 
ces. 
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1.  This  would  be  the  m©st  convenient  method.  Ou  the  first 
day  of  each  term  all  the  teachers  would  be  supplied  with  a  suffi- 
cient number  for  immediate  use,  which  they  would  distribute  and 
charge  to  the  scholars,  keeping  a  strict  account  with  each  one. 
The  whereabouts  of  any  particular  book  could  then  be  told  at  any 
time,  and  if  it  received  injury,  the  scholar  liable  therefor  would 
be  known, 

2.  No  time  would  be  lost  to  the  scholar  from  a  lack  of  books 
because  his  parents  were  unable  or  unwilling  to  furnish  them, 
but  he  is  enabled  to  go  to  work  at  once  upon  tke  lessons  assigned 
him. 

o.  This  would  secure  uniformitj'  of  text-books  and  complete 
classification,  and  as  a  consequence  fewer  classes,  and  the  teacher 
could  devote  more  time  to  each  class. 

SCHOOL    HOUSES.    • 

None  have  been  built,  and  so  far  as  I  know,  none  hare  been  re- 
paired ;  nor  is  it  desirable  that  anything  should  be  expended  on 
most  of  the  old  school  houses.  There  are  but  two  school  houses 
in  town  suitable  for  the  purpose  of  training  the  immortal  minds  of 
children  in  :  the  one  at  the  Center,  and  the  other  at  Cilleyville. 
The  one  at  the  Center  needs  extending  on  the  western  end. 

A  new  school  house  is  very  much  needed  at  East  Andover  that 
will  not  only  accommodate  the  district,  but  also  those  districts 
which  I  have  recommended  to  seek  to  be  united  with  it.  Kear- 
sarge,  Cilleyville,  Potter  Place  and  West  Andover  would  do  well 
to  unite  and  build  a  school  house  large  enough  to  accommodate  all 
your  children,  and  have  your  schools  properly  graded. 

Beech  Hill  should  unite  with  Andover  Centei' ;  and  Taunton 
Hill  and  Boston  Hill  should  unite  and  build  wherever  it  should 
seem  best.  The  old  school  houses  should  be  sold  at  auction  ;  they 
would  bring  what  they  are  worth  ;  the  avails  turned  into  the  town 
treasury  would  aid  some  towards  erecting  new  ones.  Let  it  not 
be  understood  from  what  I  have  said  above,  that  I  recommend 
new  districts  formed  from  those  that  would  seem  to  be  united  for 
that  purpose,  but  only  refer  to  those  localities  where  you  might 
be  best  accommodated  for  schooling  purposes.  Should  the  district 
system  be  thrown  up,  all  would  have  the  privilege  of  going  to  the 
school  where  they  could  best  be  accommodated  under  suitable  reg- 
ulations. 
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'ellow  citizens,  weigh  this  proposed  change  candidly,  and  see 
It  you  do  not  c®me  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  be  best  to  make  it 
as  soon  as  convenient.  See  if  it  is  not  clear,  that  we  shall  have 
longer  schools  and  better,  because  we  shall  have  better  teachers 
and  better  classification,  and  the  poor  will  have  equal  privileges 
with  the  rich  ;  our  money  will  be  more  judiciously  and  economic- 
ally expended,  and  our  schools  better  supervised  ;  and  lastly, 
though  not  the  least  consideration,  think  whether  it  will  not  create 
for  the  town  a  renown  that  shall  rapidly  increase  the  wealth,  the 
intelligence  and  moral  aspect  of  the  town,  by  its  power  in  inclin- 
ing a  worthy  set  of  people  to  make  it  their  residence  and  home. 

I  intended  to  have  said  something  on  the  impertance  of  a  united 
effort  on  the  part  of  parents  and  teachers  for  the  cultivation  of 
the  morals  and  manners  of  the  scholars,  but  I  think  nothing  of 
importance  can  be  done  in  that  line,  in  our  old  dirty  school- 
houses,  therefore  I  let  the  subject  pass. 

I  make  the  same  remark  in  reference  to  some  other  things  I 
should  like  to  recommend.  For  further  particulars  see  statistical 
report.
